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RULES OF BOTH HOUSES OF PARLIAMENT 


LIBRARY OF PARLIAMENT, 


A proper Catalogue of the Books belonging to the 
Library shall be kept by the Librarians in whom 
the custody and responsibility thereof shail be 
vested ; and who shall be required to report to the 
Houses through Mr. Speaker, at the opening of 
each Session, the actual state of the Library. 


No person shall be entitled to resort to the Library 
daring the Session of Parliament except the Gov- 
ernor General, the members of the Privy Council, 
and of the Senate and House of Commons, and the 
Officers of both Houses, and such other persons as 
may receive a written order of admission from the 
Speaker of either House. Members may personally 
introduce strangers to the Library during the day- 
time, but not after the hour of seven o’clock, P.M. 


During a Session of Parliament no books belong- 
ing to the Library shall be taken out of the build- 
ing, except by the authority of the Speaker or upon 
receipts given by a member of either House. 


During the recess of Parliament, the Library and 
Reading Room shall be open every day in each 
week, Sundays and Holidays excepted, from the 
hour of ten inthe morning until three in the after- 
noon ; and access to the Library shall be permitted 
to persons introduced by a member of the Legisla- 
ture, or admitted at the discretion of the Libra- 
rians; subject tosuch regulations as may be deemed 
necessary for the security and preservation of the 
collection ; but no one shall be allowed to take any 
book out of the Library except members of the 
Legislature, and such other as may be authorized 
by the Speaker of either House. 


During the recess of Parliament, no member of 
either House not residing at the seat of Government 
shall have liberty to borrow or have in his posses- 
sion at any one time more than three works, from 
tlhe Library, or to retain the same for a longer 
period than one month. 


No other person who may be privileged by card, 
by the Speaker of either House, to borrow books, 
from the Library, shall be allowed to have in his 
possession more than two books at any one time, or 
to retain the same longer than thrcve weeks, and all 
such persons shall return the books so taken when 
required by the Librarians. 


No books of reference or books of special cost 
and value may be removed from the seat of Gov- 
ernment under any circumstances. 


At the first meeting of the Joint Library Com- 
mittee at every Session of Parliament, the Libra- 
rians shall report a list of the books absent at the 
commencement of the Session, specifying the names 
of any persons who have retained the same in con- 
travention of either of the foregoing Rules.

REPORT 


JOINT LIBRARIANS OF PARLIAMENT 


REPORT OF THE LIBRARIANS FOR 1910 


To the Honourable the Speaker of the Senate: 


To the Honourable the Speaker of the House of Commons 


The Joint Librarians of the Library of Parliament have the honour to report as 
follows for the year 1910 :— 


The question of improved trade relations with the United States having been 
much discussed during the recess, the Librarians have reprinted in the annual cata- 
logue, with additions to date, the list of references to the subject of Reciprocity printed 
previously in 1894. This list has been compiled with much care, and Members are 
reminded that it would be well to preserve it for further use, as in the nature of things 
it will go out of print and will shortly be unobtainable. The catalogue containing it 
will be distributed at an early date. 


All the current literature of the day has been procured in as full a measure as 
the resources of the Library will permit. These resources are more heavily taxed now 
than in previous years, owing to various causes, and a small addition to the Library 
grant has been asked.for. The expenditure for books in the Library has been managed 
with some degree of economy, and the grant has been increased but once in five and 
twenty years. 


The problem of providing increased space in the Library still presses for solution. 
The Librarians have the honour to remind Parliament that for many years past, this 
subject has been presented for consideration in their annual report. The plans pre- 
pared in 1904 by the Chief Architect were accepted by the Librarians as highly satis- 
factory, and looked on favourably by the Joint Committee; but owing to various 
causes, nothing has been done regarding them. No proposition that has since been 
made seems to the Librarians to be as acceptable as the plans of 1904, which are 
simple, feasible and economical, and which admitted of control of the Library without 
any increase of staff. 


The statisties of the Library will be presented to the Committee at its first meet- 
ing. 

The Annual Catalogue of Accessions is in the hands of the Printers, and will be 
distributed at an early date. 


The list of donations is hereto annexed.

Les bibliothéeaires conjoints du Parlement ont Vhonneur de présenter leur rap- 


port pour l’année 1910:— 


La question d’améliorer les relations commerciales entre Je Canada et les Etats- 
Unis ayant été beaucoup discutée pendant la vacance, les bibliothécaires ont fait 
réimprimer dans le catalogue annuel, aves les documents publiés depuis, la liste de 
ceux qui avaient été déja imprimés en 1894, concernant le sujet de la réciprocité. 
Cette compilation a été faite avec beaucoup de soin et les members du Parlement sont 
priés de la conserver pour la consulter plus tard, car elle sera bient6t épuisée et difficile 
a trouver. Le catalogue contenant cette liste sera distribué prochainement. 


Les ouvrages les plus récents ont été réunis a la bibliothéque, autant que ses 
ressources l’ont permis. Celles-ci sont devenues plus restreintes, 4 mesure que les 
besoins de la bibliothéque se sont accrus, et cela justifie la légére augmentatidn de 
erédit qui est demandée cette année. Les dépenses pour achats de livres pour la 
bibliothéque ont toujours été faites en vue de l’économie, et son budget n’a reeu qu'un 


seul accroissement durant les vingt-cinq derniéres années. 


La question de trouver plus d’espace pour les fins de la bibliothéque est plus 
pressante que jamais. Les bibliothécaires ont ’honneur de rappeler au Parlement que 
depuis plusieurs années,son attention a été attirée sur ce sujet. Les plans préparés 
en 1904 par larchitecte en chef des Travaux Publics avaient paru bien acceptables aux 
biblothécaires et aussi au comité.conjoint de la Bibliothéque, mais ils n’ont pas été 

exécutés. Aucun des plans proposés depuis n’a semblé aux bibliothécaires aussi pra- 

tique que ceux de 1904, qui sont simples, économiques, d‘une réalisation facile et 
qui permettaient de continuer la surveillance de la bibliothéque sans augumentation 
de personnel. 


Les statistiques du département seront soumises au comité de la Bibliothéque a 
sa premiére réunion. 


Le catalogue annuel des nouveaux ouvrages achetés depuis la derniére session 
est entre les mains des imprimieurs et sera distribué prochainement.

Part Third—Consular Returns. 


These documents are the answers of United States Consuls to the circular of 
this Department (of State) of 15th March, 1854, already referred to, issued 
with a view to obtain the requisite materials for this report. Errors of 


fact and deduction have often been detected in these returns in preparing 
them for the report, and they have in most instances, though not in all, 
been corrected; while discrepancies of more or less moment, between the 
statements and estimates of the returns and other portions of the work, 
will be frequently perceived. In the various tables of comparative tariffs, 
for example, the rates of duty will generally be found somewhat higher 
when given in the returns than in the statements prepared from the 
origina’ publications in this office; owing, mainly, to the fact that, by 
the United States official standard of foreign moneys used in this work, 
their value is more or less depreciated from that sustained by them in the 
countries whence they emanate. The commercial value of such foreign 
moneys must also, as a matter of course, be governed at all times by the 
rate of exchange for the time being.
